This action is in response to the Pre-Brief Conference request filed 26 April 2007. 



2. The final rejection was mailed 8 February 2007; the advisory action was mailed 13 
April 2007, although it was prepared on 11 April 2007. The final rejection was prepared 
under the interpretation by the ofiice of 35 USC 101 that was in effect at the time that 
rejection was prepared. On 12 April 2007 a memo by the office was issued which changed 
the interpretation by the office of 35 USC 101 1 situations such as this. Although the memo 
was issued on 12 April 2007, it did not reach the examiner until after 13 April 2007. Due to 
the change in Office policy effected by the memo, the rejection under 35 USC loi is 
withdrawn, and the claims thus are allowable for the reasons set forth in the previous office 
actions. This withdrawal of the rejection is due solely on the change in Office policy 
resulting form the memo of 12 April 2007, and is in no manner based upon any alleged 
"error" in the treatment of the claims under 35 USC 101 under the policy of the Office in 
effect at the time the final rejection was prepared.
